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REMARKS 



This preliminary amendment is being filed to remove multiple dependencies from claims 
3, 4, 5, 8, 10, 13, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21 and 23 as filed. No new matter has been added. A favorable 
action on the merits of the pending claims is respectfully requested. 
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ABSTRACT 



The invention relates to a device (20) for making security 
elements visible, which are provided in an object (8) and have 
at least one photoluminescent segment that is characterized by 
having a linearly polarized absorption. The aim of the invention 
is to obtain a device of this type that has a particularly 
simple and compact design. To this end, at least one UV light 
source, which is provided in the form of a UV diode (18) , and at 
least one polarization filter (4) are arranged so that the light 
of the light source (18) is linearly polarized (12) by the 
polarization filter (4) and, in a dark space (17), strikes the 
object (8) with respect to the photoluminescent segments 
provided therein, and photoluminescent light (16) in the visible 
range emitted by the segment can be observed through an 
observation opening (10) . 
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
